Exposition Weather Bureau. 


The Weather Bureau has established a mod- 
el office in the grounds of the World’s Fair, 
where automatic instruments have recorded 
all weather conditions; The exhi is strik- 
ingin point of the number and diversity of 
the automatic instruments maintained in op- 
eration, giving continuous records of every 
important meteorological element. These 
are presided over by Prof. Mar- 
vin. Several of the 3 re- 
markable instruments are the product of

The pressure of the air, the tem pe 3 
wind, and the amount and rapidity of rainfall 
are ail continuously recorded day and night. 

A detailed comparison of meteorological 

conditions of the year as compared with pre- 
vious years tells the story of fine World’s 
Fair weather furnished Chicago during the 
summer months. 
The mean temperature for May was 52°, or 
4° below the normal, eomputed from 22 years’ 
observations. The maximum temperature 
was 83° May 20, it being the only day wher 
the maximum temperature exceeded 80°; the 
average number of similar days for May being 
three. 

The mean temperature for June was 68", 
about 134° above the normal. The maxi- 
mum temperature was 85°, June 20. 
The thermometer usually tot 80° on an 
average of more one day d June. 

The mean temperature for July was 74’, 
about 1 above the normal, mayimum 
temperature was 94°, July 7, and the tofal 
number of days when the temperature ex 
ceeded 90° was six, the average number of 
similar days for July being 2. 

The mean temperature for August was 70°, 
1° below the normal. Themaximum tempera- 
ture was 05°, Aug. 10, it being the only day 
when the maximum temperature exceeded 
90°, the average number of similar days for 
August being one. 

It will be seen that with the exception of 
May the temperatures were about normal. 
There was but one protracted hot period, 
July 7-16. During the remainder of the time 
the usual duration of the few warm periods 
was from one to three days. 

The average number of days of cloudy or 
partly cloudy. weather for. twenty-three 
years is given in the following table; 


August. „ 
Splendid Fair Weather. 

There was an average amount of sunshine 
during May and June, while July and August 
were favored with an exceptional amount— 
about one-third more than the average. May 
and June had about one-fifth less than the 
usual number of rainy Guys, While July and 
August had less than One-half the 
usual number. The entire four months, 
however, were remarkable from the fact 
that on only four days 
123 was there sufficient rain between 7 a. m. 
and 6 p. m. to interfere with outdoor business 
or amusement. These days were May 11, 
when it rained from 8 a. M. to 4:25 p. 
m.; June 3, when it rained from 7:15 a.m 
to 5: 85 p. m.; June 10, when it rained from 
10:30 a. m. to 2 p. m.; and June 20, when it 
rained from 8:58 a, m. to 6120 p. m. From 
June 21 to Sept. 12, eighty-four days in all, 
there was no rain during thé day in stfficient 
amount to keep people within doors. 

A comparison with previous years back to 
aud including 1887 shows that during May 


the average number of days with general rain 


between 7 a. m. and d p. m. was six; during 
June, three; during July, two; and during 
August, two; or thirteen in all. 
record shows that at all times Chicago is fa 
vored in the matter of exemption from rain-

It is impossible 
as yet to make à close investigation as to the 
origin of the fire. -

By the 
efficient work of dour water system 
this was confined in narrow limits. Then 
came a fire which consumed the Market Hall. 
It stood amid residences. They were all 
saved, In last night’s fire its efficiency was 
again demonstrated. The loss is $300,000.

CHARLES DE LESSEPS RELEASED, 


ake Sentence. Set Aside by the Court of 
Cassation. 

Panel Sept. 12,—M. Charles de Lesseps, 
who was sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment for complicity in the Panama Canal 
scandal, was released from prison today. The 
sentence of five years’ imprisonment was set 
aside on appeal to the Court of Cussation, 
which decided that the prosecution had not 
been inaugurated within the time set by the 
law. 

Subsequent to the sentence above, however, 
a sentence of one year’s ftmprisonment was 
passed upon M. Charles de Lesseps on his 
conviction of having corrupted ex-Minister of 
Public Works Baihaut to support the Panama 
lottery bondsmen. 

The court ordered that this sentence should 
run concurrently with the preceding ne. 
This last sentence prevented his release when 
the Court of Cassation decided that the five 
year’s sentence was illegal. He had served 
about six months of the sentence when the 
prison officials were today ordered to release 
him. Most of his time was spent in the 
prison hospital.

The Very Rev. W. Byrne Speaks at the 
Catholic Congress. - 

Dogmatic truth,. grace and hip, holi- 
ness and perfection mere the subjects consid- 
ered by the Catholic Congress on Presentation 
at the meeting yesterday.

THEODORE THOMAS AND THE FAIR. 


An Open Letter from Prominent Citizens 


of Chicago. 

CurcaGo, Aug. 29.—Theodore Thomas, Esq., 
Fairhaven, Mass.—Dear Sir: Justly indignant at 
the undeserved and unmeasured abuse heaped 
upon you by some of the newspapers of this city, 
which attack not only your standards and 
achievements as a musician but your personal 
integrity as a man of business and your honor as 
a gentloman, the undersigned, two or more of 
whom, as tees of the Orchestral Association 
or mem ‘of the Music...committee of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, are thoroughly 
with each of the facts of which we 
desire publicly to say : 4 
an enormous mass of invective and 
ere has not been produced one scrap 
of evidence, nor has a si witness come for- 
ward to testify as a directgf of either institution 
you ever engaged an artist or chose an iustru- 
ment for the sake of personal gain or for any 
other reason than that you deemed such artist 
or instrument the best or at least worthy of place 
upon your program. As to pianos in particular 
it is a matter of public notoriety that performers 
u ‘five different pianos have played with the 
Chicago Orchestra during its last two seasons 
and it is within our personal knowledge that 
World’s Fair engagements were offered to the 
representatives of at least three pianos before 
the piano war broke out, during 
which, by the way, you had the support of the 
Board of Directors of the Exposition because 

rik 


they believed your course was t. 

That we can perceive absolutely no foundation 
u which to rest a suspicion of the fairness of 
the salaries contracted to be paid the members 
of the Exposition Orchestra. We are familiar 
with the salaries usually paid such instrumental 
perf and those paid in this case were 
more than 40 per gent less than the salaries paid 
the same men, or pavers of like rank (the first in 
the world), for ar winter engagements for 
the same number of performances. 

That, from among the few leading brass bands 
of the country, those were eng which cost 
the Exposition least. 

That your own salary ($6.000 and no more for 
the term of the Fair) was considerably below the 
rates usually paid leading copductors of this 
country for large public engagements, although 
involving more than double the usual number of 
performances and far more than the usual re- 
sponsibility. The music furnished by you for 

. (not $8,000 as stated) would have cost 
the Fair over $40,000 if purchased, must have 
been sold afterwards at a loss, and, indeed, could 
not have béen procured elsewhere in time at all. 

That, to sum up, the contracts in your depart- 
ment were economically and honestly made, and 
the World's Fair got what such authorities as 
the New York Times and Harper’s Weekly have 
within two weeks called the best orchestra in the 
world at the lowest possible cost. 

The motives of those who demand only populat 
music of an orchestra like yours are incompre- 
hensible and must rest on an entire misconcep- 
tion of ita nature and purpose To goto the 
enormous expense and labor of organizing a 
great permanent orchestra for the purpose of 
playing popular music would be as ill advised as 
to purchase a Krupp gun for shooting sparrows, 
or to found a Chicago University for teaching 
re writing. While we do not despise or 
undervalue such music, it is abundantly peo 
vided and well enough performed by theatrical 
and variety orchestras, brass and street bands, 
and even hand organs. The only justification for 
the existence of your orchestra is the adequate 
rendition of the ‘greater compositions of the 

reat masters. living or dead, which with all 

eir beauty and elevation word otherwise 
never be heard in our midst, and this should be 
its principal function. It was for this that you 
were invited te Chicago. The Orchestral Asso- 
ciation was formed, as its instrument of guaran- 
tee recites, to produce only the highest artistic 
results comparable with those attained by the 
great orchestras of the world’; to create an or- 
chestra whose members, *‘ shall rank as artists 
with those of the New York Philharmonic or 
Boston Symphony Orchestras’’; and to give 
“symphony concerts of the type of those given 

the New York Philharmonic and Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestras,"’ with provision for popular 
concerts for the working classes, These were 
noble purposes, worthy, one would think, of uni- 
versal approbation, and you have magnificently 
fulfilled them. In so doing you have committed 
neither a blunder nor a crime. 
The World’s Fair employed you to make a still 
broader exposition of music asa fine art and ap- 
proved the comprehensive scheme laid out there- 
ror. This Be day also you faithfully carried 


out up to the when financial necessity cut it 
off. It was a noble plan, to be abandoned with 
regret. While the expense deliberately involved 
was necessarily large we are happy to testify 
that it was nee 1 by wrongdoing or ex- 
travagance of yours. *

flag. Shortly after the representatives of 
— and the United States were on the plat- 

orm. 

President Palmer, who was once Minister 
to Spain, directed the ceremonies. As he be- 
gan his remarks the flags of Castile and Ara- 

n floated from the tal le in front of him. 
On his right fluttered the of modern Spain 
and on his left that of the United States. He 
said, amcng other things: 

We have met today to discha by fixed cere- 
monies ore of the most delightful dramas char- 
acterizing the Exposition. Two years ago the 
United States invited Spain to participate in the 
Exposition and to 2 on its shores the 
fleet of Columbus? entered heartily into 
the spirit of the underta! . and, at its own ex- 
pense, fashioned the Santa Maria, the Nina, and 
the Pinta. Its naval officers: have sailed in the 
track of the great discoverer.up through the 
Hudson and down thé great L to land the 
vessels here amid salvos of boom cannon. No 
event decldratory of international union has 
equaled the reproduction of the vessels in which 
the great voyage was made of the great discov- 
erer. 

President Palmer then spoke of the regret 
which wou. . be occasioned by the departure 
of Capt. Concas and his sailors. But he said 
they would carry back to Spain the good will 
of the American peo: 

Capt V. Concas lon walked smilingly 
to the rostrum delivered the fleet to Capt. 
R. M. Berry of the Michigan. Capt. Concas 
said that Spain: had built the Santa Maria to 
be kept as a * of the centenary, but 
the United States inister at Madrid had 
asked to ‘have it 751 to this country. He 
added that the ships had been in commission 
twelve months for the sake of the United 
States and were placed in the hands of this 
government as a token of the best friendship 
and good will. Heended with these words: 

For my own part itis a great pleasure to ‘leave 
the anipe in the hands of my good and dear friend 
Capt. Berry of the United States navy; the noble 
and hearty man who crossed twice the unknown 
polar seas; himself a great discoverer of one of 
the most northern isles of the world. I could not 
deliver to better hands that dear little craft that I 
brought from Spain. I shall soon be across the 
Atlantic, and when there you may be sure that the

When the Captain finished his enthusiasm 
was highly strung and he said: Hurrah for 
Spain and America.“ There were three cheers 
and loud hand-clappimg, and then Sefior Du 
Puy de Lome, on behalf of the government, 
of the King of Spain, and the Queen Regent, 
tendered the fleet of Columbus. In his re- 
marks he paid a tfibute to the skill and cour- 
age of Commander Concas and his plucky 
comrades. Turning to Mr. McAdoo he said: 

Friendship and gratitude are the two senti- 
ments that have moved the Government of Spain 
in asking the Government of the United States to 

roof Gf both the Santa Maria, 
faithful rep eg of the frail craft in which 
the Admiral of the of Spain brought to the 
shores of the new ¢ontinent the light of Christ 
and civilization.

THD EXPRESS TRAIN ROBBERY. 

The robbery of the New York express train 
on the Lake Shore railroad early yesterday 
morning neat Kendallville, Ind., was a well 
planned and well ‘executed crime—so well 


the theory of some of the police that it was 
the work of ordinary tramps. The men who 
organized the robbery evidently knew that 
thistrain was carrying a large sum of money. 

As the train approached the siding at Kesler, 
near Kendall viile, the engineer discovered that 
the switch lamp had been turned so as to give 
warning of danger. As soon as he had brought 
his train to a stop a shot was fired at him, 
disabling him. The cab was filled at once 
with armed men who kept both engineer and 
fireman quiet on pain of death. Another de- 
tachment went to the rear and covered the 
train crew with their rifles. The third de- 
tachment went to thé express car, blew the 
door open with’ dynamite, after five explo- 
sions succeeded in breaking open the safe and, 
report says, abstracting nearly $250,000, and 
then fled after firing a volley to deter any one 


from pureuing them, 


engaged in this outrage, but it is evident there 
were enough of them to hold complete pos- 
session of the train while their associates 
robbed the press car. The theory that they 
were tramps does not seem to be a satisſactory 
one. The gang was well organized and thor- 
oughly atmed with Winchesters—a weapon 


| which ordinary tramps would find it difficult 


to procure. It was well acquainted with the 
country, and selected a spot where interrup- 
tion was improbable. It was acquainted also 
with the. running of trains and the sys- 
tem pursued by the express company 
in traneportima treasure. From all 
appearances it is much more likely that the 


members of this gang were desperate resi- 


dents of the locality than ordinary road 
tramps. They did their work with the utmost 
coolness, holding the train in their possession 
for an hour while they were robbing the car. 
In all respects it was as well planned and well 
executed a robbery as any of those which 
have been accomplished by professional road 
agents in the Far West. 

It „matters little, however, whether these 
scoundrels were tramps, desperate young fel- 
lows of that locality, or professionals. The 
car has been robbed, The engineer has been 
shot, perhaps fatally.

a baak-made one. Everything which goes 
wrong in this country is charged up by these 
Senators to the account of the banks, espe- 
ciaily the national nes.

One would imagine that Senator Teller 
would be pleased that the distressful experi- 
ence of the last few months was nearing a 
close; that he would be glad to see the gen- 
eral feeling of alarm abating; the mills and 
factories’ reopening, idle poor men reém- 
ployed, and trade and commerce returning to 
their accustomed channels. It seems not, 
however. He wants some more panic and 


wishes the country given another and harder 


free silver certificate squeeze. Confidence 
having been brought back by the expectation 
of the repeal of the Sherman law he wants to 
destroy that new-born confidence by defeat- 
ing its repeal, 

The Senator says it ig a very easy thing to 
get up a panic. He says the present one was 
exclusively the work of a few conspirmg 
banks. If such an insignificant cause pro- 
duced so much mischief, he must expect that 


the country wili have the worst panic it ever 


knew when nine-tenths of the people learn 
that a measure which they believe fffmly is 
essential to their financial recovery cannot be 
passed. The United States has had a short 
panic and is just recovering. Senator Teller 
& Co. wish to frghten everybody, and thus 
cause a great panic which will leave nothing 
standing.

SENATOR PUGH’S DONKEY “ ROAR.” 
Senator Pugh of Alabama took up the time 
of the Senate Monday by the utterance of one 
true remark followed by a chain of nonsense 
in supposed advocacy of free silver. He said: 
The message of the President convening Con- 


gress was an explicit declaration in favor of the 


maintenance of the gold standard until changed 
to bimetallism by international agreement. 
That statement is substantially correct, The 


United States is on a gold standard now and 
has been so from the beginning of its history, 
with the exception of the greenback inter- 
mission caused by the civil war. It is going 
to stand by that standard, in spite of the de- 
sire of Mr. Pugh and his feliow schemers to 
substitute for it the silver monometallic 
standard. And we are not going to make any 
attempt to run two standards until we get an 
international agreement by all the commer- 
cial peoples of the earth. But Mr. Pugh says: 


If the Sherman law were repealed in order to 
restore confidence among money-lenders, the lion 
of discontent among the toiling millions would 
be awakened up and his roar would shake the 
continent. 


The roar wou Id shake the continent, would 


it? Let us see, Including the national banks, 
the State and savings banks, the building and 
loan associations, money loaned on mortgage, 
etc., the total amount of money loaned in the 
United States is, in round nunibers, about six 
billion dollars. Fully one-third of that 
amount represents the small savings of small 
lenders, workingmen, working women, clerks, 
clerkesses, porters, house servants, etc., and 
only a small percentage of the whole repre- 
sents actual loans by the very wealthy. The 
men in the community use their money 
other ways, as a rule, They invest their 
own capital and borrow in larger sums 
the money which has been deposited 
as savings. In case Mr, Pugh had his way, 
the money of the country being debased to 
dollars worth less than 60 cents each instead 
of the present 100 cent dollars, the whole of 
that six billions of debt, created in dollars 
each of which is-worth 100 cents, would be 
paid off in little more than half worth dollars. 
It would be paid off with dollars having the 
purchasing power of not more than three and 
a half billions. Then there would be a 
“roar”’ indeed, and the roar would shake the

On the contrary, they saw the Treasury gold

They knew that the process of inflation on the 
one hand and depletion on the other could be 
carried on but for a short time longer before 
it would be followed by an inevitable plunge 
down to the silver standard of 58-cent dollars. 
They were “hostile”. to it because it was 
thoroughly bad for themselves, their depos- 


itors, and the community. Their fears in this 


particular were shared by pretty nearly all 
thinking people, and that fact constitutes the 
reason why with increasing intelligence and 
comprehension of the subject the people are 
now practically a unit in wanting the repeal 
of the purchasing clause in the Sherman law 
of July, 1890, The “roar” which Pugh 
hears is not that of the king of the forest, 
but only the bray of barnyard donkeys of the 
long-eared Populist breed. 


THE TAILORS OF TOOLEY STREET. 

It is a good many years since Punch pub- 
lished the oft-told story of the five tailors 
of Tooley street, London, who held a 
meeting and drew: up an. address be- 
ginning with the words, We, the people 
of England.“ The story may be told 
apropos of Silver day at the Fair.“ The 


thing was a farce from beginning to end, or 


would have been had a sufficient number of act- 
ors been present for a full cast. At the morn- 
ing meeting of Monday at the World’s Fair 
Music Hall the largest attendance at any one 
time was not more than fifty, and most of the 
time it did not exceed twenty. At the after- 
noon gathering the largest attendance was 


only about a hundred, and this handful of 


silver monometallists had the hardihood to 
„demand, as if they were the people of the 
United States.“ 

Probably but half a dozen of those in at- 
tendance reside within the limits of Cook 
County. For the rest Colorado and Kansas 
were raked and scraped over as with a fine- 
tooth comb in order to raise at the most a 
hundred flat cranks, silver monometallists who 
were more interested in hearing themselves 
talk than in listening to the fool remarks 
made by other cranks. It was a most lame 
and impotent demonstration in favor of 
bad money, and the report of which should 
cause the silver Senators to shut their mouths 
if the y had any sense of shame or propriety. 

The second resolution adopted by this 
Tooley street gathering of crauks was as fol- 
lows: 

We DemanD! the restoration of silver as a 
money metal as itexisted before the act of 1878 
asanactof justice tothe producers of the Na- 
tion and necessary to the renewed prosperity of 
the country. 

Always a “ DemanD,” and of such a charac- 
ter that all the letters between the two big D’s 
might as well be replaced byadash. And 
what iseit they DemanD? When they ask for 
the restoration of silver as a money metal as 


it existed before the act of 1873 it may be 
_ presumed they refer to silver dollars. If they 


mean they want the same per capita, then 
they would be content with less than 20 cents 


apiece, as only about 7,735,000 had been 


coined from the otganization of the mint in 
1792 down to the close of 1873, when the 
population was in round numbers 40 mill. 


ons. 


Or do they mean they want the restoration 
to be of value or weight? If value, they may 
be reminded that prior to 1873 we had a sil- 
ver dollar which was worth 61.02. Probably 
no honest man would object seriously to that 
sort of a ‘silver dollar now, but it thay be 
taken for granted those fellows do not want it 
not withstanding their Deman D.“ They were 
offered by the Windom plan, submitted 
three years ago, a silver dollar that 
would be worth 100 cents all the time; but 
that did not suit them. Their opposition to 
the Windom scheme was the fact that it would 
have given the Gountry a full-worth dollar 
which no Populist could have used for the 
purpose of cheating his creditors out of nearly 
half what was honestly due them. 

If they want a free coinage of silver dollars 
of the same weightas in years previous to 
1878 they Demand one that would be 
worth no more than about 58 cents at this 
time, which is but little more than half the 
value of the silver dollar of 1873 and years 
preceding: That is what they Demand.“ 
They may resolve for half- worth dollars till 
the cows come home, and then will be no 
nearer the object sought than they are now. 
The great mass of the people out of Congress 
and their Representatives in Congress are un- 
alterably opposed. to any such change of 
money standard and swindling scheme, and 
„ill have none ok it,” if those fellows should 
keep up the DemanD till Doomsday.

crats. Ex-Speaker Reed says: 

It is in execrable taste: It fs unnecessary, for 
there are no Federal elections until next year, 
and if they have a recoil in the Senate they will 
have themselves to blame for it. It is in the 
usual Democratic taste. It is an exhibition of 


partisanship which is wholly uncalléd for by any 
circumstances which now exist. 


Not only will there be no Federal elections 
till next year, but when they are held how will 
the Democrats be injured if the Federal elec- 
books? 
There will be a Democratic administration, 
which will not be likely to use those laws 
against its party. It has never been shown 


| that those laws cost the Demoerats a vote dur- 


ing Mr. Cleveland’s first term. Do not New 
York and Brooklyn give sufficiently large 
Democratic majorities now, in spite of 
Davenport? Chicago gave Cleveland 386, 
000 majority last year, with the Federal elec- 
tion law in force. With the election law 
swept away and a free field for fraud, this city 
might roll up a heavier Democratic majority, 
but 36,000 ought to satisfy any reasonable 
Democrat. a 

If, animated by a feeling of unreasdning 
hostility to everything which savors of na- 
tional supremacy, even in national elections, 
the Southern Democrats insist that the Fed- 
eral election law’ be repealed, Northern Demo- 
crats who are for honest money, and who need 
the powerful Republican aid to make sure of 
it, should not drive away their allies by urg- 
ing bitter partisan measures when so much 
has still to be done to put the finances of the 
Nation on a sound and stable footing. No 


provision has been made yet for adding to the 


gold reserve and to make the currency plia- 
ble, but they are of more consequence to the 
people, North and South, than the repeal of 
the law for protecting Federal elections 
against ballot-box stuffers. 

Some of the Democrats in Washington are 
said to view with disfavor the projects of the 
hotheads of their party. They are afraid the 
active assistance of Republican Senators to 
help secure the passage of the bill to repeal 
the Sherman law will be codéed by such 
malicious partisdn display. Hence they are 
urging their rabid colleagues to go slow with 
this bill to give the ballot-box stuffers and re- 
peaters full swing. It is unflerstood that Mr. 
Carlisle is of the same mind, and there is an 
impression that the influence of the administra- 
tion will be thrown in favor at of delay. 
The people are a million times more anxious 
to have the purchase clauses of the Sherman 
law repealed than to remove legal obstruc- 
tions to committmg election frauds. No 
honest man ever suffered because of the Fed 
eral election laws. Americans would rather 
see partisan politics dropped until confidence 


has been fully restored as to the integrity and 


purity of the currency. 


GOV. BOIES IN A TIGHT PLACE. 

The present Governor of Iowa owed his 
election in 1889 and 1891 to the votes of 
some 30,000 to 40,000 ‘Republicans, many 
of them Germans who could not support a 
prohibitory law, which, while pretending to 
prohibit the sale of liquor in the whole State, 
was never enforcible in the river counties, 
where the majority of the people opposed pro- 


- hibition, a law which really emancipated the 


saloons from all tax and control and deprived 
municipalities of ‘the revenue that should 
have been levied upon them. High license 
and local option Republi¢ans elected Boies 
on years when the people were not discussing 
national issues and when there were no such 
issues to engross the public attention as now. 
If he cannot retain those Republican votes 
he must be overwhelmingly defeated. 

This year the Republicans have declared in 
their platform that “‘ prohibition is no test of 
Republicanism,” and that the policy of the 
party is to “give to localities such methods of 
controlling and regulating the liquor traffic as 
will best serve the cause of temperance and 
morality.” 

Boies is much worried lest the effect of 
these declarations should be to lese him those 
thousands of Republican votes which have 
elected him in the past. Those of his Re- 
publican supporters who are Germans are 
all for sound money and they see the 
Republicans united on that quéstion and the 


Democrats badly divided—fully half of the | 


rank and file being hot for the cheap sil- 
ver standard and in strong sympathy with 
the Weaver and Lease shinplaster flatists. 

These Germans are becoming very much dis- 
gusted with such Democrats and are making 
up their minds to return to their old party al- 
legiance. This is what worries and alarms 
Boies, and hence his desperate efforts to 
throw dust in their eyes by belittling the dan- 

gerous silver issue. But his efforts won't work 
this time. 

RAISING THE INTERNAL REVENUE 

TAXES. : 

David A. Wells, whose ability on revenue 
subjects gives weight to his opinions, has 
made, at the request of Secretary Carlisle, 
certain suggestions as to modifications of the 
internal revenue taxes and customs duties on 
spirits, fermented liquors, and tobacco. 

One of his propositions is that the beer tax, 
which is now but a dollar on the barrel of 
thirty-one gallons, be doubled. This, he says, 
would produce $30,000,000 more revenue 
without adding a cent to the cost of collec- 
tion, nor would the extra tax, which would 
be buta fifth of a cent per half pint, be felt

Mr. Wells also recommends that the to- 
bacco tax shall be doubled so as to produce 
sixty instead of thirty-two millions. One of 
the grave mistakes of the legislation of 1890 
was to reduce that tax, which had been get- 
ting lower and lower during a series of years, 
from 8 cents on the pound to 6 cents’ The 
decrease cut into the revenues of the govern- 
ment seriously, D sage eects e 
grower perceptibly.

Want the Laws Wiped Oat, So Tucker’s 
Bill Is to Be Favorably Reported- Con- 
servative Men ingthe Party Urge That 
the Scheme Will Have Ilh Effects on 
Silver Legislation=Palmer Harbors II. 

Lee. Logan's Statue, 

AsHINGTON, D. C., Sept, 12.—[Special.]— 
Raw beef has to be fed the Democratic ma- 
jority in the House to eo it from tearing it- 
self to pieces. This is the deliberate judg- 
ment of Speaker Crisp and the leaders of the 
party. That is why the sweéping bill for the 
repeal of Fedéral election laws is to be taken 
up at this extra session. Today the House 
committee agread on a bill introduced by Mr. 
Tucker of Virginia. It sweeps away every 
vestige of Federal election laws. It will be 
presented to the House Thursday, along with 
a minority report from the Republican mem- 
bers of the committee. The bill will be taken 
up next week and may be debated a month 
before it is passed. The Democratic leaders 
are not concerned about the length of the de- 
bate. They will be satisfied with putting the 
bill through the House a fortnight before the 
elections in Virginia and New York. 

They are planning for an angry and an 
ugly debate. The more partisan it is the 
better they will be suited. The Republican 
minority has been privately assured that it 
can get ready for a hot time, and that there 
will be no limit to the mean things that may 
be said on both sides. The Republicans 
might spoil this scheme by simply presenting 
their objections in a few speeches, and then 
letting the majority pass the bill. This, how- 


ever, does not meet with the view of the lead- 


ers, who think that the causes which lie back 
of the Democratic desire for the wiping out of 
the Federal elections supervision ought to be 
fully discussed. They are willing that the 
Bourbons shall have all the benefit which 
comes from the closing up of party lines, and 
— will accept the challenge throwa down to 
m. 

Conservative Democrats, some of them 
pretty close to the administration, oppose the 
plan to start a partisan fight at the extra ses- 
sion. They. know that the effect will be bad 
on silver legislation and that the chances of 
unconditional repeal will be lessened. This 
is what the conservative Democrats fean 
Their objections, however, count for nothing 
in the scale against the overwhelming influ- 
ence of the Speaker and his lieutenants. Tam 
many and the Soulh both want the election 
laws repealed. The Western Democrats think 
that undue haste is bad policy, but they won’t 
kick. Since Gen. Bragg of Wisconsin left 
Congress there has never been a Western 
Democrat who had the nerve to stand up 
against the domination of Tammany and the 
South. 

The Speaker and his following justify their 
intentions to push the election law repbal by 
the necessity for party harmony. They point 
out that the divisions in the House over silver 
have not been healed, while in the Senate 
they are growing wider. A respectable minor- 
ity of the part against the State bank-tax 

repeal, and on almost every other subject 
there is division. Regarding the election laws, 
there is none worth taking into account. By 
sharply pushing this issue, party passions will 
be aro past differences will sink out of 
sight, and future harmony will be secured. 

As to the possible effect on pending financial 
legislation in the Senate, the House leaders 
are indifferent. They. say tartly that when a 
majority of ouse Democrats, voted 
against their own convictions fdr silver repeal! 
in order to oblige the President, they did all 
that the administration has a right to ask of 
them.” Now — propose to legislate on a 
subject that will meet the support of their 
Democratic constituents. So the fight is on.

EQUESTRIAN STATUE OF GEN, LOGAN, 


Plaster Model Is Now on Exhibition in the 
State Department. 


Wasuincoron, D. C., Sept. 12.—[Special. ]— 
A plaster model of the equestrian statue of 
Gen. Logan to be erected in Iowa Circle is 
now on exhibition in one of the rooms of the 
State Department. The devign is from the 
hands of Franklin Simmons, specimens of 
whose art may be seen in the Statuary Hall at 
the Capitol and in various places throughout 
the country. The full design for the statue is 
incomplete. Mr. Simmons, desiring to receive 
suggestions from friends of the late General, 
has requested them to inspect the model and 
to advise him on such points as may be use- 
ful in presenting a lifelikestatue. The statue 
will be nearly thirty-tive feet in height, and is 
larger than any statues which now ornament 
the circles and public parks of Washington.
